This Attachment is responsive to the Amendment filed on 3/3/05. 

The applicant is hereby informed that the Amendment filed on 3/3/05 would be entered 
upon filing of appeal brief. However, claims 3, 5, 7, 9, 10 and 12, after being amended, are still 
not patentable over Kanbara et al (6,516,201), (previously-cited), with the following reasons. 

The applicant mainly argues that with respect to claim 3, Kanbara et al does not disclose 
the limitation "communications control means can support different communication control 
systems and that said signal processing means can support different bit rates and modulation 
systems". 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. Note that the rejections are based on limitations 
recited in the claims. See figure 1 and col. 3, line 17 to col. 5, line 5, Kanbara et al discloses 
communications control means (40) which can support different communication control systems 
for controlling (3, 5, 6, 7 , 8, 20) of voice and data communications (see col. 3, lines 27-60, col. 
4, lines 9-57) and a signal processing means (6, 7, 8) which can support different bit rates (data 
rates) of voice and data communications (see col. 4, lines 1-16) and modulation systems (CDMA 
orthogonal modulation/demodulation, PCM) (see col. 3, lines 35-53). Claim 3 does not have 
other limitations to make the "communications control means" distinguished from Kanbara et al 
communications control means, and the "signal processing means" from Kanbara et al signal 
processing means. Based on the above rationale, the rejections to claims 3, 5, 7, 9, 10 and 12 are 
still maintained.
